An Information Disclosure Statement filed July 30, 2007 that is part of the file for 
S.N. 10/846,978 has been deleted from the present record. 

A Terminal Disclaimer filed July 7, 2008 is further acknowledged and is accepted. 
Accordingly, the rejection of record on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting is withdrawn. 

The provisional rejection of record on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting is withdrawn in view of the procedures set forth in MPEP §804. 

The rejection of claims 16 and 71-75 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Florczyk et al., Cancer Treatment Reports , is withdrawn. The reference is drawn to 
an art-recognized model of emesis in ferrets wherein cisplatin is administered. 
However, there is no teaching directed to the administration of MC-225, the 
administered compound of the instant claims. 

Thus, claims 16 and 71-75 are allowed in view of the contemporary knowledge of 
the art.
